Simulated Security Camera 


Your Simulated Security Camera pro- 
vides a low-cost alternative to a live 
security video camera. It looks just like 
a real security video camera, with a 
battery-powered flashing LED that 
simulates camera operation. It even 
comes with a dummy 14-inch coaxial 
cable and wall plate, so it appears to 
be connected to a monitor or network. 
It can be installed outdoors if shel- 
tered from the elements (for example, 
under a roof overhang). 

The camera is easy to install and all 
mounting hardware is supplied. 

Note: You need two C batteries (not 
supplied) to power the LED. The flash- 
ing LED operates on one set of alka- 
line batteries for about 4V2 months.

INSTALLATION 

1. Install the F-connector in the alu- 
minum wall-plate using the sup- 
plied hex nut and washer. 



2. Grasp the camera case sides 
securely and pull them apart. 
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3. Install two C batteries (not sup- 5. Connect the coaxial cable to the 
plied), such as RadioShack Cat. F-connectors on the camera and 

No. 23-551, in the battery holders the wall plate, 

with the negative side of the bat- 
tery touching the spring contact in 
each battery holder. The LED in 
the bezel blinks. 




Caution: Do not mix old and new 
batteries, or standard and alkaline 
batteries. 


If the LED does not blink, be sure 
that both batteries are installed 
with the negative side of the bat- 
tery touching the spring contact in 
each battery holder. 


4. Snap the camera case sides back 
together and secure them with the 
two supplied thin screws. 


6. Select a mounting location for the 
camera and wall plate. 

Be sure the coaxial cable will 
reach from the wall plate to the 
camera when the camera is 
mounted in its bracket.

Mount the bracket using two of the 
supplied 1-inch screws and dry- 


wall anchors (if required).
